AN ACT to amend Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 50-7-403(b)(1)(B),
relative to the employment security law.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF TENNESSEE:

SECTION 1. Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 50-7-403(b)(1)(B), is amended by
designating the language in such subdivision as subdivision (i).

This subdivision is further amended by deleting the word “ Notwithstanding” at the
beginning of the first sentence of such subdivision and substituting instead the following
language:

Prior to July 1, 2002, and notwithstanding

This subdivision is further amended at the end of such subdivision by adding the
following language as a new subdivision (ii):

Effective July 1, 2002, and notwithstanding the provisions of subsection (f), the

premium rate assigned to each new employer for each twelve-month period

beginning each July 1, shall be the greater of two and seven-tenths percent (2.7%)

or the premium rate determined by matching the reserve ratio of the 2- digit North

American Industry Classification System (NAICS) in which the employer’s

industry or businessis to the appropriate premium rates in the premium rate tables
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set forth in subsection (g). This new employer premium rate will be assigned for

each tax rate year beginning each July 1, until such employer’sindividual account

has been chargeable with benefits throughout the thirty-six (36) consecutive

calendar month period ending on the computation date. This new employer

premium rate applies to all employers who do not qualify for a rate based upon

experience as defined in subsection (f). The reserve ratio of each 2- digit North

American Industry Classification System is determined for each classification by:

totaling all premiums paid by all employers within the same
classification, who were active anytime within the thirty-six
consecutive months ending on the previous December 31, for all
years during which these employers have been subject to this
chapter and

subtracting therefrom the total of all benefits charged to the
accounts of those employers for al years and

dividing the difference by the average taxable payrolls of those
employers for the three (3) most recent calendar years, ending on

the computation date.
